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FOURTH CLASS MAIL MATTER. 


Regaiations iu Regard te Paper and 
P’rintiag. 

WASHINGTON, January 2.—The postme 
general to-day issued an order changing the 
rate of postage On a numberof articies that 
have heretofore been rated as third class or 
printed matter, paying postage at the rate of 
one centforevery two Ounces. Under his 
order these articles will hereafter be classified 
as merchandise or fourth-class matter, upon 
which the postage is one cent per onuce. The 
following is the text of the § order: 
‘The character of paper as .an 
article of merchandise, within 
the meaning of the postal laws is not neces 
serily changed by the printing or stamping 
thereon of words, letters, characters, figures, 
images, or of ayy combination thereof... La- 
bels, patterns, photographs, “playing cards, 
visiting cards, address tags, paper sacks, 
wrapping paper with printed advertisements 
thereon, vill heads, letter heads, envelopes, 
and other matter of the same general charac: 
ter, the printing upon which is not designed 
to instruct, amuse, cultivate the mind or 
taste, or impart general information, are mere 
articles of merchandise and should be rated 


as fourth class matter.

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COAL BARGESSUNK. 


Ociils'ow With Ice avid Fire Fo!'eowing—@50,000 and 
Severa! Lives Lest. 

Pirtssuna, Pa., January 2.—T wo tow boats, 
with heavy tows of coal barges were caught 
in the heayy ice and current, and collided 
with the pier at Davis isiand dam eariy this 
morning. Several coal barges wrecked. The 
tow beat, J. N. Burton, caught fire from the 
collision, her furnaces being broken down, 
and the crew, numbering twenty men, be- 
came panic stricken, and several jumped 
overboard. Midway between the dam and 
Neville island the boat careened, and went 
down in the shaliow water. The 
companion boat not having been injured _. 
put outa pawland succeeded in picking up 
sixteen of the Bunton’s crew. The other 
four are missing. Shortly afterwards the 
bojy of Engineer Underwood was picked up. 
It is possible that the three still missing, 
have managed to make shore, but up to noon 
to-day they had not reported.
